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AN ACT concerni ng educati on.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The School Code is anmended by changing
Sections 30-9, 30-10, 30-11, and 30-12.5 as foll ows:

Sec. 30-9. Ceneral Assenbly scholarship; conditions of
adm ssion; award by conpetitive exam nation.

Each nenber of the General Assenbly may nom nate annual |y
2 persons of school age and otherwise eligible, from his
district; each ene shall receive a certificate of scholarship
in the--University-of-tllinots-and-the-other-shall-recetve-a
certtfiecate-of --scholarship--tn any eother State supported
university designated by the nenber. Any nenber of the
General Assenbly in making nom nations under this Section may
designate that his nom nee be granted a 4 year schol arship or
may i nstead designate 2 or 4 nomnees for that particular
scholarship, each to receive a 2 year or a one year
schol arship, respectively. The nomnee, if a graduate of a
school accredited by the University to which nom nated, shal
be admtted to the university on the sane conditions as to
educat i onal qual i fications as are other graduates of
accredited schools. If the nomnee is not a graduate of a
school accredited by the university to which nom nated, he
must, before being entitled to the benefits of t he
schol arship, pass an exam nation given by the superintendent
of schools of the county where he resides at the tine stated
in Section 30-7 for the conpetitive examnation. The
president of each wuniversity shall prescribe the rules
governing the exam nation for scholarship to his university.

A nmenber of the General Assenbly may awar d t he
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scholarship by conpetitive exam nation conducted under 1ike
rules as prescribed in Section 30-7 even though one or nore
of the applicants are graduates of schools accredited by the
uni versity.

A nmenber of the CGeneral Assenbly may delegate to the
IIlinois Student Assistance Commssion the authority to
nom nat e persons for Ceneral Assenbly schol arshi ps which that
menber would otherwise be entitled to award, or may direct
t he Comm ssion to evaluate and make reconmmendations to the
menber concerning candidates for such scholarships. In the
event a nenber del egates his nomnating authority or directs
t he Comm ssi on to eval uate and nake recomendations
concerning candi dates for Ceneral Assenbly schol arships, the
menber shall informthe Comm ssion in witing of the criteria
which he wshes the Conmission to apply in nom nating or
recommendi ng candi dates. Those criteria may include sonme or
all of +the criteria provided in Section 25 of the Hi gher
Educati on Student Assistance Act. A delegation of authority
under this paragraph may be revoked at any tine by the
menber.

Fai l ure of a nmenber of the General Assenbly to neke a
nomnation in any year shall not cause that scholarship to
| apse, but the nenber may nmake a nomnation for such
scholarship at any tinme thereafter before the expiration of
his term and the person so nom nated shall be entitled to
the sane benefits as holders of other scholarships provided
herein. Any such scholarship for which a nenber has nmade no
nom nation prior to the expiration of the termfor which he
was el ected shall |apse upon the expiration of that term

Sec. 30-10. Filing nomnations-Failure to accept or

pass- Second nom nati on.
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Nom nations, wunder Section 30-9, show ng the nane and
address of the nomnee, and the term of the scholarship,
whet her 4 years, 2 years or one year, nust be filed with the
State Superintendent of Education if-the-seholarship-ts-in--a
untversity-ot her-than-the-University-of-ttlinois;-of-wth-the
prestdent-of -the-University-of-ttlinois-tf-the-seholarship-is
tA--sueh--untverstty; not |ater than the opening day of the
senester or termwith which the scholarship is to becone
ef fective. The State Superintendent of Education shal
forthwith notify the president of the university other--than
the-University-of-ttttnots of such nom nation

If the nomnee fails to accept the nom nation or, not
being a graduate of a school accredited by the wuniversity,
fails to pass the exam nation for adm ssion, the president of
the wuniversity shall at once notify the State Superintendent
of Education tf-the-universtty-is-other-than--the--University
of--ttlinots. Upon receiving such notification, the State
Superintendent of Education shall notify the nom nating
menber, who may nane anot her person for the scholarship. tn
t he- case-of - a-schol arship-tn-the-University-of -t} nots;-sueh
nottftecation--shall--be-given-by-the-prestdent-thereof-to-the
neont nat t ng- rerber: The second nom nation nust be received by
the State Superintendent of Education of-prestdent-of-the
Unitversity-of-t1tinois;-as-the-ease-my-be; not later than
the mddle of the senmester or termw th which the schol arship
was to have becone effective under the original nomnation in
order to becone effective as of the opening date of such
semester or termotherwise it shall not becone effective
until the beginning of the next senester or termfoll ow ng
the maki ng of the second nom nation. Upon receiving such
notification, the State Superintendent of Education shal
notify the president of the wuniversity of such second
nom nation. |If any person nom nated after the effective date

of this anendatory Act of 1973 to receive a CGeneral Assenbly
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schol arship changes his residence to a location outside of
the district from which he was nom nated, his nom nating
menber may term nate that scholarship at the conclusion of
the college year in which he is then enrolled. For purposes
of this paragraph, a person changes his residence if he
registers to vote in a location outside of the district from
whi ch he was nom nated, but does not change his residence
nmerely by t aki ng of f-canpus housing or |living in a
nonuni versity residence.

Sec. 30-11. Failure to wuse scholarship - Furt her
nom nations. |If any nomnee under Section 30-9 or 30-10
di sconti nues his course of instruction or fails to wuse the
schol arship, leaving 1, 2, 3, or 4 years thereof unused, the
menber of the General Assenbly nay, except as otherw se
provided in this Article, nom nate sone other person eligible
under this Article fromhis district who shall be entitled to
the scholarship for the wunexpired period thereof. Such
appointnment to an unexpired schol arship vacated before July
1, 1961, nay be made only by the nmenber of the General
Assenbly who nade the original appointnment and during the
time he is such a nenber. If a scholarship is vacated on or
after July 1, 1961, and the nmenber of the General Assenbly
who made the original appointnent has ceased to be a nenber,
sone eligible person may be nom nated in the foll ow ng manner
to fill the vacancy: If the original appointnment was made by
a Senator, such nom nation shall be nade by the Senator from
the sanme district; if the original appointnent was nmade by a
Representative, such nomnation shall be nade by t he
Representative from the sane district. Every nomnation to
fill a vacancy nmust be acconpanied either by a rel ease of the

original nomnee or if he is dead then an affidavit to that
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effect by sone conpetent person. The failure of a nomnee to
regi ster at the university within 20 days after the opening
of any senester or termshall be deened a rel ease by hi m of
the nom nation, unless he has been granted a | eave of absence
in accordance with Section 30-14 or unless his absence is by
reason of his entry into the mlitary service of the United
States. The university;--other--than--the---University---of
tttinots; shall immediately upon the expiration of 20 days
after the beginning of the senester or termnotify the State
Board of Education as to the status of each schol arship, who
shall forthwith notify the nom nating nenber of any nom nee's
failure to register or, if the nomnating nenber has ceased
to be a nenber of the General Assenbly, shall notify the
menber or nmenbers entitled to make the nomnation to fill the

Sec. 30-12.5. Waiver of confidentiality.

(a) As a condition of nomnation for a General Assenbly
schol arshi p under Section 30-9, 30-10, or 30-11, each nom nee
shall provide to the nmenber of the General Assenbly making
t he nom nati on a waiver docunent stating t hat ,
notw t hstanding any provision of lawto the contrary, if the

nom nee receives a Ceneral Assenbly scholarship, then the
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nom nee waives all rights to confidentiality with respect to
the contents of the waiver docunent. The waiver docunent
shall state at a mninum the nomnee's nane, domcile
address, attending wuniversity, degree programin which the
nomnee is enrolled, anount of tuition waived by t he
| egi sl ative scholarship and the nane of the menber of the
General Assenbly who is making the nom nation. The waiver
docunent shall also contain a statenent by the nom nee that,
at the time of the nom nati on for t he | egi sl ative
schol arship, the domcile of the nomnee is wthin the
| egislative district of the |egislator making the schol arship
nom nation. The waiver docunment nust be signed by the
nom nee, and the nom nee shall have his or her signature on
t he wai ver docunent acknow edged before a notary public. The
menber of the General Assenbly making the nom nation shal
file the signed, notarized wai ver docunent, together with the
nom nation itself, with the State Superintendent of Education
or-the-president-of -t he-Uni versity-of-t1}inois-as-provided-in
Seetton-30-10. By so filing the waiver docunent, the nenber
waives all his or her rights to confidentiality with respect
to the contents of the waiver docunent.

(b) The legislative scholarship of any nom nee shall be
revoked upon a determ nation by the State Board of Education
after a hearing that the nom nee knowi ngly provided false or
m sl eadi ng i nformation on the waiver docunent. Upon
revocation of the legislative scholarship, the scholarship
nom nee shall reinburse the university for the full anmount of
any tuition waived prior to revocation of the schol arship.

(c) The Illinois Student Assistance Conm ssion shal
prepare a formwai ver docunent to be wused as provided in
subsection (a) and shall provide copies of the form upon
request .
